Someone has said, “There are no problem 
children, only children with problems.” 
This statement is given credence by studies of 
juvenile cases which go to Bucks County Court in 
Doylestown during the year. 


Both law enforcement and school officials, if 
they have access to information about a youngster’s 
early home and school circumstances, can often 
predict which troubled youth Is headed for a fall. 
Steady Progression 
“It just seems to be a steady progression with 
some of them,” one official has said. “First, the 
minor offenses, later, major ones, until they find 


themselves facing the judge.” 
Take one recent case for example. A group of 
Lower Bucks teenagers, (two of them were girls) 
were arrested in a distant state after police there 
found that they were riding in a stolen car. 
They were later brought back to Bucks in the 
custody of their parents. One youth though, the 
driver, will have to go back to that state and will 
be tried as an adult. Fortunately for him, the law 


isn’t as severe here in his own state, where he was 
tried as a juvenile. 
The court session for these youngsters, like 
others, was held in relative privacy with only the 
persons immediately concerned allowed to sit in — 
parents, a school representative, police, probation 
officers, a stenographer, lawyers and the judge. 
There is no jury. (This reporter attended with spe*

By and large, boys make up the 
bulk of offenders and Mrs. Pere­ 
grin feel* that they are easier 
to handle than girls. 
“From what I’ve seen, girls 
seem harder to reach,” she said. 
“One girl today, for example, 
seemed totally indifferent to what 
was going on in court. Some just 
won’t listen to you.” 
Not Always Probation 


Not every young offender is 
placed on probation. Some are 
sentenced to a detention home or 
vocational school. 
Probation Officer Shields will 
tell you that this doesn’t neces­ 
sarily mean that a youngster who 
is sent away has drawn a stiffer 
sentence. The sentence a youth 
draws depends on his circum­ 
stance*. 
“Some of them are better off 
away from their parents, Shields 
said. They are happier and easier 
to rehabilitate.” 
Lecal Police Advise 
But the cases that come before 
Shields are in the minority. Thou­ 
sands more are settled locally by 
police officials. Indeed, county of­ 
ficial* lean heavily on local police 
departments for information and 
advice on how to dispose of 
specific cases. 
The seriousness of an offense 
and the number of infractions are 
the 
two principal 
determining 
factors which decide whether 
case goes to court or not. 
Once a case does come to 
Doylestown, it is decided among 
probation officers, the district at­ 
torney and the Judge whether it 
will go to court and be heard 
by a judge. Last year less than 
half ever got before a judge — 
232 cases. The majority are dis­ 
posed of by Shields and his staff. 
These are called advisory or ad­ 
justment cases and last year 
totalled 383.
